The week has furnished a number of musical 
entertainments, some ef which were of asemi- 
private character. Thereisthe promise of a 
larger number in the ensuing weeks. 

THE THANKSGIVING CONCERT. 

The seventh annual concert was givenin the 
First Presbyterian Church last Thursday even- 
ing. The weather indications were not pre- 
pitious. Mud underneath, moisture in the air, 
murkiness overhead, did not make 
inviting the venture from home 
in search of musica! entertainment. 
But the capacious audience-room was filled all 
the same with a brilliantand appreciative audi- 
ence. As a consequence of colds and other 
disabilities chargeable to the changeful moods 
of the weather, there had been made in the 


programme a large number of substitutions for | 


the Original scheme ot the concert, but none of 

these, with one or two exceptions, wrought in- 

jury to its musical merit and interest. The con- 
cert opened preeisely at 8 o’clock with Mr. 

Robyn at the organ, and the following pro- 

gramme was given:

From so many sources is there concurrent 

indorsement of the fine quality of this concert, 
taken asa whole, that it may safely be pro- 
nounced one of the most worthy and enjoya- 
ble entertainments of the season. The de- 
parture from the city of Mr. Schoen, the viola 
player in the St. Louis Quintet Club, after the 
thorough rehearsing which had been done,and 
the substitution at short notice of another 
viola, made the work ofthat spendid organi- 
zation less satisfactory than it would other- 
wise have been. There were some biemishes, 
of course, as in 80 varied a pro- 
gramme there must be; but from any stand- 
point of just criticism there was very much to 
praise without qualification, The most spun- 
taneous and emphatic expression of apprecia- 
tion was given by the audience to Miss Lans 
den, Mr. Robyn, Mr. Phil. Branson and Mr. 
Geo. Heerich. And well they deserved it. 
Miss Lansden’s sympathetic and musical voice 
showed to signal advantage in muck of ber ad- 
mirable effort. Mr. Robyn was about omni- 
present in the programme with the songs and 
orchestration, the solos and uecom- 
paniments which gave him in- 
dividuality or prominence. Mr. Branson, 
though evidently suffering from physical indis- 
position, was in splendid voice, and this ex- 
Presses ul that need besaid about him. His 
singing was received by the audience with en- 
thusiastic approval, of course. Mr. George 
Heerich played like the genuine, soulful art- 
ist that heis. The audience vindicated their 
taste and judgment by making it perfectly 
obvious that they could not get too much of 
him. Tue concerted music was so nicely done 
as to make it worth the doing. 
Better quartet singing is seldom heard in 
any concert room. The audience was dis- 
missed at 9°45, having heard a musical pro- 
gramme of thirteen numbers, with several en- 
cores, the selections being of average length. 
The pronrise in the announcements of this 
Seventh Thanksgiving concert thatit should 
be equal to the best ot its predecessors was 
ainply redeemed. 

The unique and tasteful design ot the printed 
programmes distributed among the audience 
reflects great credit upen the printers, Wood- 
ward, Tiernan & Hale. dee

The Thanksgiving services by the various 
choirs, as reports come to us, were above the 
average in merit and interest. The Church of 
the Messiah choir found themselves minus their 
basso on account of sickness; but, as they are 
all soloists, with an ample repertoire, the ser- 
vice proceeded satisfactorily. 

Mr. E. M. Read is re-engaged for his present 
position as organist and choir leader of the 
Second Presbyterian Church, with 
a handsome advance in salary. 
The choir is not likely to change, this 
being one of the organizations that suffers lit- 
tle from startling mutations. 


The Pilgr-m Congregational Choir is fully or- 
ganized tor another year with the present in- 
cumbents in their respective places: Miss 
Fannie Flesh, soprano; Mrs. E. J.Wycoff, alto; 
Mr. A. J. Phillips, tenor; Mr. A. Poindexter, 
bass; Mr. Wm.

It is very convenient sometimes to have about 
achoir gallery so ‘‘handy’’ a man as Carl 


this city. The voices are all broad, resonant, 
tuneful and true. That these gentieman sang 
as they did, with fine accuracy, tempo and ex- 
pression, after a single brief rehearsal,is proof 
enough of what they could do if they should set 
about thorough practice and assimilatiun. 
It is easily possible for them to take away the 
reproach of 8t. Louis that it has not a single 
English-speaking organization that anybody 
would dare name to a man of culture as an ex- 
ponent ot musical art in St. Louis. Go on, 
gentlemen, unto perfection. 

A great deal ot obloquy comes upon amateur 
musical entertainments in two ways. First: 
Because the pitifal poverty of the masieal re- 
sult is so often in inverse ratio to the preten- 
tious promise which was made to the public 
concerning it. A ‘‘committee’’ intend a con- 
cert. Singers are secured for it, the choice be- 
ing trom among those who volunteer, and 
whom nobody would think of paying for their 
services. It immediately becomes, in the pre- 
liminary advertisements, a ‘‘grand’’ consert, 
comprising ‘‘the best vocal talent in St. 
Louis’’—the people wondering, if 
they stop to think at all, what 
bas then become of singers they 
know and like. Asthereis nobody specially 
and responsibly in charge, the concert begins 
late, drags wearily through its designated num- 
bers, and ends none too soon. As a good many 
people see it, amateur work has gained for the 
tortieth time in their experience another 
‘*black eye.“ Second: Because for most ama- 
teur entertainments ofthis character tickets 
are sold in advance by personal canvass. 
If there must be, as there ought to be fre- 
} quently, this form of entertainment with a bo- 
nevolent object at its base, it is needful that 
the unavoidable expenses shall certainly be 
met without increased embarrassment to the 
object whose relief or advantage is sought by 
this method of appealing to public support. 
Managers and promoters of this class of enter- 
tainments are not regularly in the amusement 
business. They cannot make up for the possi- 
ble outlay over receipts on a given even- 
ing by largely increased receipts on 
succeeding © evenings. And as almost 
every tentative enterprise appeals to 
the public in some way fora pledge of sup- 
port,the fretfulness which many people exhibit 
when personally solicited to purchase tickets is, 
in this view of the case, alt®gether unreason- 
able. The remedy for whatever of their objec- 
tions is reasonable lies within the scope of our 
first enumeration. When committees will make 
amateur entertainments uniformly worthy of 
patronage, apart trom the benevolent idea 
which is involved in their being, there need be 
less hesitation in offering, as there wil 
be less reluctance to purchase, tickets. The 
resources of St. Louis are ample to provide 
the bestforms and qualities of literary and 
musical entertainment. To develop these 
there needs, first, to be liberality—a recegni- 
tion of the fact that, in this as in other things, 
meritorious and successful service ought to be 
ungrudgingly paid for; the better the quality 
of the service, the better the pay. This would 
give stimulus to effort, and some guarantee to 
the public that what they are asked to patron- 
ize has been selected with greater regard for its 
merit than its Seer

Retail Rates of All Supplies that Gladden 
the Inner Man. 

The markets have been amply supplied this 
week with all that could be desired in any well- 
reguiated kitchen, and there has been no per- 
ceptible increase or diminution in prices. 
Everything has ruled firm andthe supply has 
not exceeded the demand. 

MEATS. 

Inthis department the quantity offered ts 
first-rate, and there is no room for complaint. 
There is no down or Texas beet on the butch- 
ers’ shambles at thisseason of the year, noth- 
ing but the choicest cullings from the great 
farms ofthe West. There has been a scarcity 
of mutton, butthat scarcity has been scarcely 
qbserved. : 

Retail prices rule firm as follows: Beef—Sir- 
loin steak 124; to 15 cents per pound; tender- 
loin steak same; roasts from 7 to 12 cents per 
pouns. and corn and boiling from 5 to 7 cents 
per pound. Veal knuckles, choice 12% cents 
per pound, roasts 10 cents, cutlets from 10 to 
IS cents per pound. Pork is unchanged at 
from 5to 9 cents per pound. Mutton chops 
from 12 to 15 cents per pound. 

POULTRY AND GAME. 

In all grades of poultry there has been a per- 
ceptible decline since Thanksgiving Day, ow- 
ing probably to the heavy receipts of poultry 
rushed into the market on that occasion. 
Dressed turkey commands from Se to 10 per 
pound. Chickens 7% to 8c. Ducks a tyifle 
higher in most instances, and geese caoice 
dressed at 60c per single fowl. 

Game bolds tirm, witha slight increase in 
prices. Venison steak rules at 7 cents per 
pound, saddles 15 and forequarters at 8 cents 
per pound. Grouse are up to $1 50 per pair, 
jack rabbits $1 25, quail $2 50 per dozen and 
snipe same. Mullard ducks 50 cents single 
and teal ducks 40 cents. Wild turkey 10 cents 
per pound, opossum 25 cents apiece and rab- 
bits two for 25 cents. There is uo bear on the. 
murket as vet. 

VEGETABLES. 

Winter vegetables are in fair demand with 
ample supply and prices unchanged. Irish 
potatoes range from 50 to 60 cents per 
bushel; sweet potatoes from 80 cents to 581. 
Turnips 50 cents per bushel. Oarrots 80 
cents. Onions 90 cents to $1 25 per bushel. 
Butter beans 15 cents per quart. Lettuce, 
two heads for 5 cents. Green onions, 
radishes, parsnips and oyster plant, 
three bunches for 10 cents. Celery, six 
bunches for 25 cents. Cabbage, two heads 
for 10 cents, and other articles unchanged. 

FRUITS. 

Apples, quinces, oranges, lemons, California 
pears and grapes are the only varieties of fruit 
displayed. Apples range from 60 to 80 cents per 
bushel, quinces $2 25 per bushel, Oranges and 
lemons 20 cents per dozen, pears 33 ce nts per 
dozen, aud California grapes 25 cents per 
pound. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Butter bas become a great staple and com- 

mands fancy prices, ranging allthe way from 


15 to 40 cents per pound. Eggs are firm at 20 
cents per dozen and lud at 9 cents per pound.

General Notes. 


The Reformed Episcopal Churchin Great 
Britain has organized a Canadian Synod, and 
made application to the General Synod to elect 
a Bishop for Canada. An ex-vicar of the 
Cburch of England, who isa graduate of Ox- 
ford, is spoken of as likely to be elected, 


The Pope has entrusted the Academy of 
Historical and Judicial Sciences, founded by 
him at Rome last year, with the publication of 
a review to be devoted to canon law, concor- 
dats and passing events Affecting the Vatican, 
to the archives of which the writers will have 
access. 

The Russian Church is said to be in a bad 
way. Its ministers are at strife with each 
other both on doctrines and on questions of 
discipline. The worship has degenerated into 
the most formal ritualism, and the unwhole- 
some influence of the civil power is extremely 
demoralizing. 

A coneerted movement is on foot to secure 
from the congregations in all the Protestant 
and Jewish places of worship in New York city 
an annual contribution for the aid of the sev- 
eral hospitals, infirmaries and asylums for the 
sick and suffering. The last Sunday in the 
year, and the Saturday preceding for the syn- 
agogues, are proposed. 

The Colegne Gazette states that. although 
unfinished, the towers of the Cologne Cathe- 
dral are even now the bighest buildings in the 
world, measuring 157 and 160 metres respect- 
ively in altitude, as compared with the Mico- 
lai Tower in Hamburg, measuring 144.20; St. 
Peter’s at Rome, which measures 143: the 
Munster at Strasburg, 142; the Pyramid of 
Unease: 137; St. Ptephen's Cathedral at Vien- 
na, 135.20; the Cathedral at Antwerp, 123.40; 
the Dome of Florence, 119; and St. Paul's in 
London, which measures 111.30 metres.

When, in 1832, the Government selected 
the country known as the Indian Territory 
as a home for certain Indian tribes, it was 
principally actuated by a desire to get these 
people out of the way of the whites on the 
east side of the Mississippi, and make 
room forthe growth of civilization. The 
Creeks, Choctaws, Chickasaws. and the 
Cherokees were removed to their new 
home between the years 1833 and 1838. It 
was then believed that, in this remote lo- 
cality, they could live in peace forever, aud 
the Government made its compact with 
them in good faith. But who, “then, fore- 
saw the future of the great West? 
Since that time teeming millions have 
come from the East and the old coun- 
tries of Europe and have built cities 
and railroads in what was forty-seven years 
ago almost a trackless wilderness. New 
States have been formed which rank high- 
er in wealth and population than any of 
the older State time the Indian

| white settlement and civilization, but 
is rapidiy becoming the center of a region 
rich in population and commerce. Tue 
consequence is that it has become a stum- 
bling block to civilization, and, sooner or 
later, it must give way to the mastery of 
the Anglo-Saxon race. The spirit of pro- 
gress that holds sway inthe nineteenth 
century will never permit so magnificeut 
and fertile a region to remain the play- 
ground of an idle and uuprogressive peo- 
ple.

THE BROYAL WEDDING. 

MADRID, November 20.—The weather im- 
proved inthe morning to such a degree that, 
as early as 7 o’clock, the streets and balconies 
were througed with people, and much anima- 
tion prevailed. Many houses have been dec- 
orated, and triumphal arches are erectea at 
various points. Everybody is speaking of the 
marriage of King Alfonso and Archduchess 
Marie Christine, which will take place in the 
forenoon. In thé morning, the bands of regi- 
ments quartered in the city piayed the reveille 
before the Royal Palace, and afterwards 
marched through the principal streets. 

T THE ALTAR. 

The royal wedding was solemnized in the 
Atochi Church, according to the programme. 
The bride left the Pardo Palace in the morn- 
ing for the Ministry of Marine, where apart- 
ments had been prepared for her,in which she 
was robed for the marriage. King Alfonso 
leftthe Royal Palace for Atochi Church'shortly 
before 11 o’clock. He was accompanied by 
Archduke Renier and was preceded by eleven 
carriages, containing his mother, ex-Queen 
Isabella, the Princess of Asturias and other 
members of the royal family, grandees of 
Spain and court dignitaries. 

THE BRIDE 
ypproacbed the church by another route, 
She was accompanied by her mother and was 
preceded by four carriages containing ladies 
of honor and court dignitaries. The bride 
was richly dressed in white and wore a diadem 
of brilliants and the insignia of the Marie 
Louise order. Troops lined the streets through 
which the procession moved. 

The Atochi Church was splendidly illumin- 
ated and decorated with rich silken draperies. 
The diplomatic body and Spanish grandees 
and deputations from the Senate and Cham- 
ber of Deputies received the King at church, 
and occupied the nave. The bride was much 
moved during the ceremony. 

The benediction was givenin behalf of the 
Pope, by the Cardinal Patriarch of Indus» 
who officiated at the nuptial mass,

MEETING AT LIVERPOOL, 

LIVERPOOL, November 290. — A meeting, the 
attendance at which estimated at 15,000 
persons, was held opposite Saint George’s 
Hall to-day. Parnell fully endorsed the 
speeches for which the recent arrests in lge- 
land were made. He strongly denounced N. 
action of the Government, which he predict- 
cd would utterly fail in its 
object. The agitation against landlordism the 
said, would be continued. Resolutions, moved 
by Parnell and carried with enthusiasm, are 
to the effect that the arrests are arbitrary, 
unconstitutional and calculated to weaken 
the confidence of the people of Trelaud 
in the impartiality of the law, 
and that the Government, which squanders 
the blood and treasure ef the people in unjust 
wars abroad while misery and famine are un- 
relieved at home, stands condemned in the 
eyes of all right-minded and thoughtful men. 

Finnegan, Obstructionist, member of Par- 
liament for Ennis. spoke strongly in denunci- 
ation of the Government. There was no dis- 
turbance. The authorities had taken great 
precautions. The committee at a prior meet- 
ing had issued an appeal to the Irish to main- 
tuin a firm but peaceful attitude. 

TORCHLIGHT PROCESSION. 

There was a torchlight procession, compos- 
ed of 4,000 persons. at Kilrush, county Clare, 
Ireland, last night. which was witnessed by 
un immense crowd, who cheered for the 
prisoners and O’Donovan Rossa. A great 
demonstration by unemployed laborers has 
taken place at Ballina, county Mayo. 

RESISTING THE LAW. 

DUBLIN, November 29.—The intense feel- 
ing engendered by the tenantry and land con- 
troversy throughout Ireland grows deeper if 
not more demonstrative. A bailiff 
in altempting to serve a decree 
of ejectment upon a farmer 
occupying a small farm in Kerry county, was 
attacked and killed by the farmer’s wife. 
The populace assembled on the scene in great 
numbers and threatened to resist by force any 
attempt which might be made by the officers 
of the law to arrest the woman.

FRENCH INDUSTRIES. 

PARIS, November 29.—The Protectionist 
Association of French Industry has addressed 
a petition to the Government, stating that the 
crisis has assumed larger proportions than 
ever during the last ten months, and that the 
very existence of the chief French industries 
is menaced. Nearly all European countries, 
as well as the United States and English col- 
onies, have raised theirtariffs, to the preju- 
dice of France, andthe association urges the 
Government aad Parliament to proceed early 
to discuss the general tariff and merchant 
marine bills.

Co., Winslow, Lanier & Co., J.& W. Seligman 
& Co., Woerishoffer & Co., Kuhn, Loeb 4 Co., 
Drexel, Morgan & Co., the Drexels, of Phila- 
delphia, and J. S8. Morgan & Co., of London, 
and Cyrus W. Field, Solon Humphreys, W. L. 
Scott, Russell Sage, Sidney Dillon, and D. 0. 
Mills These gentiemen, together with Jay 
Gould andthe rest of his clique, not named, 
compose the syndicate. The list is vouched 
for by Cyrus W. Field, The session lasted until 
2:45 p. m. The greater partof the time was 
taken up in arranging the percentages 
to the everal firms or parties in interest. There 
were several serious disagreements on this 
matter, and at one time it looked as though 
the whole thing would fallthrough. At least 
one of the gentiemen quit the conference for 
his office early in the afternoon, and angrily 
announced that he would have nothing to do 
withit. Hewas induced subsequently, how- 
ever, to reconsider this determination. Atthe 
hour mentioned Drexe!, Morgan & Co. sent 
out an official statement to the effect that the 
sale had been consummated, and this was at- 
terward corroborated severally by each ot the

iowever, but one, the terms were retused tor 
publication.

The Immigration Society. 

The St. Louis Immigration Society met last 
evening in the offices of the Immigration Stato 
Board,in the Insurance Building, sixth and 
Locust. The meeting was tor the prrpose of 
effecting a permanent organization, and the 
members were called to oi der by 
Mr. Thomas Richeson, when Mr. D. R. Lan- 
caster was elected temporary chairman. After 
announcing the object of the assembly. Mr. 
Thos. W. Fitch was elected permanent chair- 
man and Thos. C. Fletcher, vic®chairman. 
After the organization had been efiected the 
question came up as tothe mode of action to 
be adopted by the society. It was agreed that 
papers should be prepared and sent to all the 
counties in the State ,reqnesting them to organ- 
ize County Boards of Immigration similar to the 
St. Louis one, with the idea of consolidating 
and holding aState convention in the near 
future. 

At this point Mr. McKinley resigned onthe 
ground that he was astate officer, but stated 
that he would be only to glad to help the so- 

ciety in all its labors to the extent af his ability. 

Mr. Chas. P. Jobnson was elected director iu 
Mr. McKinley’s place. 

Mr. R. D. Lancaster suggested that the presi- 
dents of the various county boards should also 
be ex-officio members of the St. Louis Society, 
and this board would thus become the center, 
with ramifications all through the State. 

The suggestion met the views of the meeting 
and a committee consisting of Thos. E. 
Fletcher, E. C. Cabell and Chas P. Johnson was 
appointe d to draft resolutions, and a paper to 
be circulated inthe different counties and to 
the public and press gencrally requesting the 
formation of an immigration society in each 
county. 

Whenthe committee is ready to reporta 
meeting will be called by the chairman.

FIELD AND FARM. 


Sheep Husbandry. 

Sheep husbandry of late has received more 
attention, and will continue to gain in the 
estimation of men settling in this State, until 
all the vacant prairies are covered with flocks 
and many 2 hill will be converted into pas- 
tures, thereby insuring wealth to the hus- 
bandmen, and fertility to the soil; for, in 
addition te all that has been said in favor of 
this branch of business, one of the most im- 
portant for the country is the enriching of the 
land on our slopes and hills, 
and even the rich bottom 
lands will sometimes refuse to yield their 
abundant harvests if the farmer continues to 
take everything from and add nothing there- 
to; the largest bank account by continued 
checking will be overdrawn, provided no de- 
posits are made. And in view of these advan- 
tages, and also with the surety of success be- 
fore them, provided the flock is handled right. 
And while it is impossible for me to write an 
grticle with such weight as those must carry, 
yet, will give my experience as corroborative 
of the same. 


the important points in handling sheep. Hay 
should be put up early, and in quantities suf- 
ficient to insure plenty. The amount fed 


with corn. Our flock of 455 head ate last win- 
ter 800 bushels of corn, commencing lightly in 
October, when the grass became dry and 
woody, increasing the feed until final 
when five bushels was fed to the flock. Our 
plan of feeding corn is to shell and feed in 
troughs, made with two boards six inches 
wide nailed together, making a three-cornered 
trough: one sixteen feet long wili feed thirty- 
two sheep; the sheep should be fed regular, 
as near the same time of dy and as near the 
same quantity as possible. 

We feed salt once a week, about three 
quarts per hundred. Good racks can be made 
by using four boards,twenty-one inches wide, 
on each side nailing with wrought iron nails, 
each side separate, making panels,with spaces 
four inches wide, with bottom 
inches 
making panel three feet high; then take two 
panels, placing the bottoms together, flaring 
the tops apart and tacking pieces on the ends; 
and in spring or summer the end pieces can 
be taken off by using the panels for corrals 
and pens for sheep, provided the flock is fine 
wools; if coarse, the pauels should be higher, 
as they are more disposed to be unruly. 
feed hay under the shed altogether, allowing 
twenty-one square feet to the sheep, of shed- 
ing: ong foot feeding room on panel; thus a 
rack twelve feet long will do for twenty-four 
or, if so desired, they can use the ends twen- 
ty-six.

Surplus Honey. 

The following is a portion of an address 
read before the Michigan Bee-Keepers’ Asso- 
ciation, by Rev. A. Salisbury: 

In procuring surplus honey there are three 
important facts notto be lost sight of, that 
may be laid down as correct— 

First, strong swarms of bees. 

Second, suitable hives. 

Third, good foraging. 

The first two are largely under our control, 
but the latter depends on the season and lo- 
cation. 

Itis not the largest number ef swarms 
owned by the apiarist that always suits 
the best, but the greatest number of pounds 
of pure white comb honey that he cau 
into cash. 

In raising and preserving strong swarms, 
four things are requisite: 1. Bees must 
well wintered. ’ 
food, honey and polleninthe spring season. 
3. All the empty, good worker combs the 
queen and bees can occupy and cover. 
bees must be prevented from swarming.This, 
however, is sometimes the most difficult task 
ofthe apiary, vet it may be largely con- 
trolled. 

To prevent swarming three things must be 
strictiy observed: 1. The hives must be well 
shaded. The heat of the. sun drives them out 
of the boxes and hives, and they soon make 
preparations forswarming. And it often oc- 
curs where no previous preparations are 
made; after a few bours’ warm sun and a sul- 
try atmosphere. they will swarm, leaving be- 
hind rot the slightest trace of any previous 
preparation—no attempt to build royal cells. 
2. The hives must be well ventilated. Venti- 
lation should not only be in front, but rear of 
the hive, as well as at the top. I now use 
four fiv holes atthe bottom of the hive. two 
in the front and two in the rear (i. e., one on 
each corner), and, in addition, in very hot 
weather, prop the lid up at least one inch. 
3. When bees become very numerous in the 
hives they will of necessity find some place to 
cluster, or be forced toswarm. There should 
be no lack of surplus box room under similar 
circumstances, where they can cluster and 
store the fruits of their industry.

Exportation of Live Animals. 

Gen. Nimmo,Chief of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, reports that the value of the exports of 
live animals of all kinds increased from 
$5,844.6083 during the year ended June , 
to $11,487,754 during the year ended 
June 30, 1879. Of the total exportation of 
live animals during the last fiscal year, 71 
per cent were sent to Great Britain. 
value of the exports of cattle increased from 
$3,590,818 during the year ended June 3), 
1878 to $8,379,200 during the year ended June 
30, 1879.

It is believed 
that the improvements whick have been made 
and are still in progress for effecting the 
speedy transportation of cattle, and for se- 
curing their comfort and health both on ruail- 
road cars and on shipboard, will result ina 
large and constant merease of exports. Under 
the present facilities for direct shipment on 
through bills of lading from the Northwestern 
States of Europe, the persons placed in charge 
of the cattle at the interior point of shipment 
in many instances accompany them through- 
out the entire journey to Liverpool, thus se- 
ceuring greater eflicieny in the care of the 
animals.

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Tramping Frosted Clover. 

Since many farmers failed with their 
clover crop last spring, there will be no need 
to keep some ofthe clover-fields for pasture 
another year. Whoever is under this neces- 
sity should by all means remove all animals 
from tbe clover-tields before heavy frosts 
come. If one will visit the clover-field in the 
afternoon of the day when there has beea a 
heavy frost he may see the clover black and

nearly at the center of the State. All along 
the last hundred and fifty miles of its eourse 
tributaries flow into it on both sides, great 
creeks that every rain transforms into tor- 
rents, Which arethe home of Missouri gig- 
fishing. 

The foot-hills of the Ozarks cover af? the 
country round about, and between each of the 
hard aud shingly ridges there rolls a brook 
which winds on to the main creek and 
swells its volume as it rolls towards the river. 
These great creeks are almost dry in the sum- 
mer season, there being times when you ceuld 
cover with a handkerchief the little trickling 
flow of water which twines pool 
and pool. These pools are usually very deep 
and full of the clearest water that ever rippled 
over gravel—you can see through ten feet of 
the liquid sky and trace every pebble, straw 
and leaf upon the shiny floor. When a storm 
comes up the creek, no one who has not seen it 


could imagine the transformation. In place of 
the silent, cool asd peaceful pool, a turbulent

The stock is restless in the chill of the morn- 
ing, and roams about through the frosted 
grass. looking for comfort where comfort is 
not to be found. The cows §rom the stable 
will, too, fill themselves with the ice-cold 
clover, as they are accustomed to feed at that 
hour. Frost-bitten grass is poor feed at the 
best, but far worse when frosted and frozen. 
If the farmer is so short of pasture that the 
clover must be pastured, he may save his 
frosted clover from injury by tramping if he 
will bring his stoek out in the evening and not 
turn back the next day until the frostis off. A 
little care at this time will add greatly to the 
value of the pasture next season.

One feature of gig fishing, which is alsoa 
curious one, is ‘‘grabbing.’’ Sometimes 
crabbing is practiced alone, butit looks like 
taking a mean advantage of the unsuspecting 
rovers of the deep to impale them in that 


way. 

You take either three or four stout limerick 
hooks, of good siz@& and bind them 
together so that they resemble a 
miniature grapnel. This small anchor, 
attached by a stout piece of chalk-line to the 
butt of your gig pole, puts every fish in the 
Missouri waters at your mercy. The bass isa 
particularly fearless fish ;nothing daunts him, 
and itis possible, when no persustion will 
induce bim to come from beneath the tangled 
roots among which he delights to berk, to 
drop your grabs slowly and eau- 
tiously down beside him—don’t 
be afraia oftouching him, for he will not 
move—and then a quick jerk impales him and 
makes him yours. The hog sucker may be 
taken the same way—but from stupidity, not 
braveness; for, once vou miss the sucker, and 
before your hooks are in your hand, he bas 
traveled a mile up ereek. But the bass will 
not move, and you can try again and again 
until you capture him. 

Many a tumble in the water rewarded us 
for our persistent gigging, and many a weary 
wade through miles of water we have taken; 
but the sportis divine. Other fishing is con- 
templative, easy, slow; this is active, ener- 
getic, fast; you don’t waitfor the fish to 
come to you, but you £0 to 
them. Here is no tedious 
waiting for a bite, or weary 
whipping with the fly for fear they will not 
rise. And when vou have worked honestly 
all the day trumpfug over hill and dale, only 
stopping at a vine particularly rich in grapes, 
oratree loaded with the Missouri banana, 
the paw-paw, then to get home and have 
your fish fried as only our 
hostess knew how to fry them, 
with a couple of partridges, a chance grouse, 
mealy potatoes, soft bread, good coffee anda 
little wine—one could live.

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Dr. Johnson’s Humanity. 
| From the British Quarterly Review. | 

Literature in our day is perhaps as remun- 
erative to its general and captains as any other 
profession, but the rank and file of journal- 
ists and authors, if poorly paid now, may be 
accounted wealthy when compared with pro- 
fessional writers a century ago. In these days 
the merest literarv hack can afford to live 
cleanly,’’ and a n. b With a tenth part of 
Johnson’s capacity ana knowledge would be 
assured of a fair income, but Johnson 
for many years could barely gain a 
subsistence. “‘Sixpences,” he once said,“ were 
scarce With him in those days,’ and he records 
how he used to dine at an ordinary for eicht- 
pence. It would seem chat he had not always 
the means for even this frugal méai, andit is 
possible that, like the artist-friend of his whose 
career is described in the Art of Living in 
London, he was only able to go abroad and 
pay visits on clean-shirt-day. Sometimes 
he was dinnerless, sometimes homeless and 
sometimes, like Fielding and other men of 
letters of the period, was incarcerated in 
sponging-houses. It must be remembered, 
too, that the difficulties arising from the res 
angusta domi were not overcome after a 
brief struggle with fortune, but continued, 
in greater or less severity, throughout a large 

ortion of his hfe. When, at the age of 50, 
sent his mother £12, half that sum was 
borrowed from a printer, and when the old 
lady died, at the ripe age ot 90, Johnson 
wrote ‘*Rasselas’’ in the evenings of one 
week in orderto defray the expenses of her 
funeral and some little debts that she had left. 
Johnson’s impecuniosity must be borne in 
mind, if we would form a just idea of his 
character. A man who hadstruggled so 
long with fortune, and had associated with 
such Bohemians as Boyse and Savage, was 
not likely to escape from the 
conflict without scars, and his roughness and 
occasional witht of consideration for the 
smaller courtesies and troubles of life may be 
traced to this cause. Ile had no sympathv 
with tears wept over lap dogs; he was shrewd 
enough to see that the fretful and jealous 
cares Which take the charm from existence, 
are best relieved by conscientious labor; but 
he had a heart open as day to the demands of 
friendship, and real sorrow had no truer or 
more sympathiz ing friend. Getting money,” 
he once said, if not all a man's business 
to enltwate kindness is a valuable part 
of the business of life.“ Extreme want 
and the severe tax upon the energies 
involved in escaping from poverty to compe- 
tence. are apt to make a man close in his 
pecuniary dealings. The discipline he had 
undergone produced a contrary effect upon 
Johnson. Ile loved the poor, '' said Mrs. 
Piozzi, as I never yet saw any one else do; “ 
to them he gave a considerable part of his in- 
come, and, not content with alms-giving, he 
followed literally the Gospel precept by as- 
-embling within his nouse the halt, the maim- 
ed and the blind. Macaulay, by the way, ob- 
serves that the chief recommendations of 
Mrs. Williams, whom he had placed at the 
head of his establishment, were her blind- 
ness and her poverty; but it may be remem- 
bered that annah More 24 highly of 
that lady’s conversation, that Bos- 
well credits her with more than ordinary 
talents and literature, and that she is termed 
by Hawkins a woman ofan enlightened under- 
standing. Johnson’s partiality for Levett, 
who in early life was a waiter at a coffee- 
house in Paris, and afterwards gained some 
smattering of physic, is more remarkable, for 
neither in manners nor in conversation had 
this grotesque-looking man anything to boast 
of. But he bad known Levett in the days of 
his own poverty, he appreciated his integrity, 
and when, after a residence of twenty years 
under his friend’s roof, the poor man died, 
Jobnson bonored his memory with the noblest 
kind of monument.

Mental Shiftlessness. 
Shiftlessness is by no means associated with 
dull minds only. Just as one whose mental 
operations are heavy and sluggish may yet 
have a dogged persistency which commands a 
certain success, so a person who thinks 
quickly, or even keenly, may utterly lack 
that purpose in thought and that persistency 
in application which are essential to the 
highest success of all human endeavora. 
Every one who bas noted the growth of the 
persons by whom he has been surrounded in 
life has seen common-placé successes and 
brilliant failures; has watched persons not 
endowed with the ripest mental gifts over- 
take and pass by those whose prospects hay 
been far more promising at the outsct, but w 
have displayed the almost hopeless quality of 
shiftlessness. It is plain to the most heedless 


looker-on that something more than intell- 
gence is needed in mental processes and their 
resultant work in the world. That some- 
thing is the ability to consider the whole of a 
subjectas well as its superfictal appearance; 
and to think of the long result of time’’ as 
well as the convenience or advantage of the 
present moment. 

As the sbiftless mind does not regulate its 
own operations wisely, so it fails to make 
good use of the operations of other minds. 
Above all, it lacks the power of attention. It 
may be prompt to see many things, but it 
realiv heeds few. Lowell, in one of his Bige- 
low Papers. makes the Rev. Hofer Wilbur 
draw this sharp distinction between mental 
quickness and mental grasp. He says: ‘*Peo- 
ple are too Apt to confound mere alert- 
ness of mind with attention. The one is but 
the flying abroad of all the faculties 
to the open doors and windows 
of every passing rumor; the 
other is the concentration of every one of 
them ina single focus, asinthe alchemist 
over his alembic at the moment of expected 
projection. Attention is the stuff that memo- 
ry is made of, and memory is accumulated 
genius.“ This distinction ought particularly 
io be noted in the class room, whether religious 
or secular. The lack of it on the part of 
teacher or *cholaris absolutely destructive 
to good results. However bright the mind 
may be, it can assimilate littie unless it also 
has the power of real thought and steadfast 
attention.— [Sunday-School Times.

IN FAVOR OF FLOGGING. 


Personal Experiences. 

Twenty years ago I enlisted in a cavalry reg 
iment. Young, full of spirits and vigor, not 
destitute of money, and having no experi 
ence of discipline it must be said that not i 
every respect was I a model soldier. For of 
fenses of light-heartedness I was somewha 
scandalously often introuble. At length for 
an escapade on the line of march from Liver 
pool to Sheffield, I was tried by a regimental 
court-martial, and underwent twenty-eight 
days’ imprisonment, on the most 
strictly farinaceous food, in the Shef 
field ‘‘garrison provyost.’’ Emerging from 


confinement, witha head shorn so bare that i 
resembled an affable turnip, my light-heart- 
edness was not long in reasserting itself, 
Brought as a prisoner before my commanding 
officer, I stood at attention in the orderly 
room before him when he asked me the ques- 
tion: Do vou know, sir, you are nowa 
second-class man?“ I had not studied those 
niceties of military grades, and, failing to see 
the drift of the question, I simply replied: 
No, sir!’’? The manner in which he pursued 
the subject was not wholly agreeable. **Well,’? 
said he, you are, and as such liable 
to be flogged; and by ——, the next time you 
come before me, I'Il flog you!’’ I did not 
want any more of that topic. He never saw 
me again as a prisoner, and when I left the 
regiment it was with a good character. Pr 
note that Ido not cdnceive that, had I bee 
flogged, the character of my future care 
would have been in the slightest degree alter- 
ed by thta circumstance. I simply adduce 
this personal example to demonstrate how 
effectual a deterrent from military crime it 
is to be brought inthis unpleasant manner face 
to face, as it were, with the lash.It has always 
struck me as very strange and unsatisfactory 
that the men who in the nature of things have 
the most direct knowledge of, and interest in, 
this matter, have never been asked their 
opinons in respect to it. Members of Parlia- 
ment, publicists, political and sentimental, 
humanitarians, officers of position—Mr. Glad- 
stone referred to the views of the younger 
officers of the army—stump orators, and 
gushers of all sorts, a'l express their views on 
it with more or less vehemence and claim to 
authority. But it is not these varieties of the. 
human family, but the,men fu the ranks, who 
are liable to the infliction of the lash; and it 
might not be appropriate to ascertain their 
sentiments with regard to this 
time-honored institution. I cannot claim 
to be a spokesman for this new and youthful 
short-service army of which, Lord Cardwell 
has been the creator; but all experience of 
some duration in the ranks, before the recon- 
struction of the service took evil effeet, may 
entitle me to speak with some authority in 
this behalf. Itmay be remarked that there 
has been no such change in the relations of 
soldiers to soldiers, and the laws which gov- 
ern them, as to foster the notion that any ma- 
terial alterations should have occurred in 
the sentiments of the private soldiers since the 
ill-starred revolution in question occurred. 
But I will not go beyond my own personal 
knowledge. And I undesitatingly aver that 
when 1 served in the ranks, the private 
soldiers, my comrades, were, in the 
mass, favorable to the maintenance of 
flogging. The cause is not far to seek. The 
great majority of our soldiers are. reasonably 
good soldiers, only occasionaliy getting into 
trouble, meaning well while exercising the 
fine old British privilege of grumbling freely: 
amenable to discipline, and not destitute of a 
certain pee in their profession and anxiety 
to fulfill its duty fairly. Now. in the services 
there is always a certain amount of routine 
duty to be performed, and there is no great 
superfluity of men for the performance of 
that duty—guards, fatigue, spare-horse tend- 
ing, orderly work, ete. The fact of a man 
getting into trouble dim'nishes, for each and 
all of his comrades, the interval of 
respite from these duties. Four men, for 
instance, of a troop, absent in the guard- 
room or iu prison, simply means one less. 
night in bed for every other man in that troop..

Shortly before 11 a'’clock this morning, an 
ingucst was begun at the Coroner’s office over 
the remains of Charlies Reed, the negro who 
died atthe City Hospital on yesterday, from 
the effectsof agun shot wound infli@ed by 
Jobn Peyton in Clabber Alley, on last Tuesday 
morning. A post-mortem examination was 
held on the remains this morning,that demon- 
strated the fact that death had 
ensued from a pistol-ball in the abdomen, 
which had entered from the left side and 
pierced the intestines. The first witness ex- 
aminea was 

WILLIAM RUMSEY, 
colored, who testified: 1 am a steamboat- 
man, and live in what is known as Clabber Al- 
ley. Iknew deceased forabout eight years, 
who was a steamboatman also. I also 
know the prisoner by sight.
